Plymouth Rocks 
are excellent layers of dark-shelled eggs, and are very 
sturdy sitters and capital mothers. As table fowls*they 
are good, though objected to by some on account of their 
yellow legs, an absurd prejudice, considering the quantit; 

»nd quality of their flesh. They thrive well on any soil, 
and also in confinement. 


Preparing Oyster-Shelis. 


Broken oyster-shells are beneficial to fowls, as they aid 
in the formation of the egg-shell. Do not burn the oyster- 
shells; it simply converts them into carbonate of lime. 
equivalent to common chalk. The best way to prepare 
them is to purchase some unslaked lime, and, having placed 
the oyster-shells in the centre of it, in a galvanised iron 

nil, sprinkle sufficient water on the lime to slake it. 

hrow an old sack over the pail, and the heat generated in 
slaking the lime will burn any decomposing animal matter 
adhering to the oyster-shells, and purify them without 
volatilising the valuable chemicals they contain. Let them 
remain in the lime for a day or two, then expose them to 
the action of the atmosphere until - are required for 
use. The lime may be saved and utilised for lime-washing. 
A grit-crusher will assist you greatly when breaking the 
shells. The broken shells should be placed ina box 
at a convenient height in the run, so that the birds ma 
help themselves; the box should be kept constantly filled. 


Propagating Gooseberry-Bush Fruits. 


This is a subject much neglected in many market estab- 
lJishments; of, whete not neglected, it is done. in a rough- 
and-ready manner. The gooseberry is now quiera pre- 
ferred on a single stem, but unless the variety is a droop- 
ing one, it is not necessary that the stem should bea long 
one. The principal reason why the single stem is pre- 
ferred is that it does not, if properly propagated, throw 
up suckers, We have seen many single-stem bushes, 
however, that have been very free m sending these 
suckers up. The reason for this has been because the 
buds were not properly cut out. Wood for cutting-making 
should be firm ripe wood of 12 in. or more in length. 
‘The bottom should be cut across under an eye, and witha 
sharp knife all the buds should be removed, not only from 
the part that is to be, above ground, but also from that part 
that will be below «lso, und from which roots will start. In 
cutting out the buds a small shaving of bark should be cut 
out with them. If thi«is not done, and only the bud simply 
removed, the cutting will push secondary buds by the side 
of the base of those taken out. These buds will send out 
suckers, and so the end for which the single stem was 

will bedefeated. Four or five büds uld be left 
for the branches to start from at the top of the cutting, and 
as the cuttings are made e ar: be tied up in bundles 
of fifty or one hundred, and be laid in sandy soil until they 
can be planted in the nursery propagating beds. It will be 
well to wind some hemp, previ soaked in ink or the 
dye liquid made by boiling chips in water. This 
will prevent the depred.tions of the birds.
